Permission was 
granted and then the federation 
threatened a general port strike, 
thereby bluffing the government out 
of giving the proposed protection for 
non-union workers. As neither the 
representatives of the American 
Shipping Board nor the American 
Consul have been able to get the 
port authorities to furnish non-union 
stevedores the question dead- 


The Argentine government is con- 
siderably emba by the dip- 
lomatie demand for intervention be- 
cause it requires a reversal of the 
policy, maintained for a year and a 
half toward the port fedeation, of 
refusing to protect the shippers from 
the union’s demands. 


SIMILAR BOYCOTT. 


The Mihanovich Steamship Com- 
pany, owning nearly 400 coastwise 
steamers, was tied up for more than 
a year by a similar boycott which 
is not yet entirely settled, the gov- 
ernment steadfastly refusing to in- 
terfere. Though the Mihanovich 
Line is a British company, Great 
Britain, has not been able to pro- 
test diplomatically because it operat- 
ed Argentine vessels under the Ar- 
gentine flag.

Senator Borah denounces the pay- 
ment of $25,000,000 to Colombia as 
a confession of American turpitude 
in connection with the secession of 
Panama, even though apology has 
been eliminated, and charges that 
American oil interests in Colombia 
are responsible for the revived ef- 
fort to ratify the treaty.

[BT A. r. MIGHT 
CLEVELAND (o.) April 14.— 
President Harding and Congress 
were urged to initiate a meeting 
immediately to secure co-operation 
with other nations for the reduction 
of armaments at the earliest pos- 


unanimously today by the National 
League of Women Voters. This ac- 
tion followed the talk last night by 
Carrie Chapman Catt, who de- 
manded that woman voters conse- 
crate themselves to end war. Pro- 
longed cheering greeted the con- 
vention resolutions committee when 
the world peace text wag offered. 

The birth control question was 
brought up in a resolution drafted 
by the Birth Control Association 
representatives attending the con- 
vention. By a vote of 156 to 82 
special consideration of the resolu- 
tion was defeated. Opposition also 
developed to the report of the food 
supply and demand committee 
recommendation that the stock- 
yards be placed under the railroad 
control. 

Mre. Maud Wood Park of Boston 
Wag re-elected head of the league 
this afternoon, her title now being 
national president instead of chair 
man. 


POLITICAL PITFALLS. 

A symposium on “Pitfalis in Fol- 
ties“ was the feature of the annual 
banquet tonight. 

The league, with characteristic 
fairness, chose a Democratic and a 
Republican woman to lead the 
speaking. Mrs. A. B. Pyke of Cleve- 
land, member of the National Demo-

Women do the Jobs Better 
and Are Always at It, Salva- 
tion Army Finds. 


(EXCLUSIVE DIsPaTCH.) 

CHICAGO, April 14.—Changed 
industrial conditions which can be 
traced, in part to the war, and in 
part to the indifferent attitude of 
man, have resulted in women get- 
ting the preference over men in em- 
ployment. Salvation Army leaders, 
in session here, say this condition 
exists in other cities as well. They 
are inclined to attribute it to the 
war, when women were tried out in 
all sorts of work that up to that 
time had been done exclusively * 
man. 

The women proved so willing and 
adapted themselves so quickly to 
the taska that employers are loath 
to turn them out and take on men. 
Employers themselves say women 
are preferable to the ordinary run 
of men, who skimp their work, 
watch the clock, spend the office 
or factory time in discussing base- 
ball poole or race charts, and who 
are not dependable.

HARD BLOW 
DELIVERED 
EX-RULERS. 


Austria Makes It Felony for 
Former King to Visit Coun- 
try; Provides Punishment. 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

VIENNA, April 14.—A measure 
making the presence in Austria of 
a former king a felony, punishable 
by from one to five years’ rigorous 
imprisonment, has been forced 
through the constitutional commit- 
tee by the combined Pan-German 
and Socialist Democratic vote. Pas- 
sage of the measure by the National 
Assembly is considered assured. 

The bill also provides imprison- 
ment for anyone aiding, abetting or 
harboring such persons. 

A clause added to the measure 
makes it a misdemeanor, punishable 
by from six months to one year in 
prison, for any person to use pub- 
licly a former title of nobility or 
to permit himself to be so addressed 
in the presence of a third person. 


HIGHEST HONOR FOR 
NAVAL CHIEF GUNNER. 


(BY A. NIGHT WIT.) 

WASHINGTON, April 14.—Rob- 
ert Edward Cox of Belmont, Pa.. 
a chief gunner in the Navy, enjoyed 
today the unique distinction of 
having the President of the United 
States pin on his breast the highest 
award for valor—the Congressional 
Medal of Honor. 

The ceremony took place in the 
East Room of the White House on 
the seventeenth anniversary of the 
day on which Gunner Cox saved the 
battleship Missouri from destruc- 
tion by fi ing her after-magazines 
after an explosion in a turret had 
set fire to powder in the adjoining 
handling room. Two other men, M. 
Monsen, and 8. C. Schepke, then 
gunner’s mates, but now commis- 
sioned officers, previously had re- 
ceived medals of honor for assisting 
Cox in removing injured men from 
the burning handling-room. Thirty 
men were killed. | 

Cox held the rank of warrant of- 
ficer and was debarred from receiv- 
ing the medal by the law providing 
for its award only to enlisted men. 

Not until last February was spe 
cial legislation enacted permitting 
exception in Cox's case. 

In presenting the medal, President 
Harding said: 

“Our country has been so blessed 
in the courage and patriotism of its 
sons, so accustomed to expert su- 
preme heroism from them, that we 
have been chary of conferring dis- 
tinctions. Yours is the first in which 
an officer of the Navy has received 
it through such a ceremony and so 
this presentation marks for you and 
for us the unique recognition of ex- 
traordinary deserts. 

“You have maintained the finest 
traditions of a service splendidly 
enriched with the records of noblest 
sacrifice, unselfishness, heroism. 

“You have been one of the mak- 
ers of those traditions to which we 
look as the assurance of our coun- 
try’s security, power and eminence 


in the world. Your example will 


always shine as a beacon for others | 


to whom may come the call for 


such service as you have given, and 


trust that the testimony of your 
nation’s gratitude which I now 
place on your breast, may be for 
many others an inspiration to such 
deeds as you have done,”

tending included Secretary Denby, 
Admiral Coontz, chief of naval op- 
erations; Secretary Fall, Rear-Ad- 
miral W. S. Cowles, who command- 
ed the Missouri, and other officers 
who were on the Missouri.
